Fall River Line's Fine Boat 


Meets a Serious Accident, 


PASSEK«E6SS TO KK 
TAKEN

LONDON, Conn., Nov. 
9.—The 


steamer 1'untan of the Fall Uiver line 
which lett New York (or Newport and 
Fall River last night, went ashore on the 
rocks ot Great Gull island ten miles from 
here at 3 o'clock this morning. 


Au extremely dense fog was on at toe 


time. The vessel was moving at only a 
moderate rate of speed, but the force with 
which she struck on the rocks was so 
territfc that it made her quiver from stem 
to stern. 


But few of tlie passengers on board 


were stirring when the vessel struck. But 
in a moment after the shock the fright- 
ened passengers rushed from their berths 
and tilled the deck nnd saloon, dressed 
only in their night apparel. They were 
panic-struck at iirst but became calmer 
when assured there was no danger and 
that assistance would soon be at hand. 


At 9 o'clock this morning a boat from 


the Puritan with the first officer and eight 
of the crew reached here to get assistance 
to the stranded vessel. Two tugs and a 
barge were at once dispatched to take off 
the 150 passengers, and try to haul the 
boat off the rocks. The paatengers are to 
be brought here and sent by rail to their 
different destinations. 


The first officer of the-Puritan said the 


vessel went hard upon the rocks which 
stove through her bottom, breaking her 
outer skin so that water poured in be- 
tween her outer and inner skins. The lat- 
ter is intact so that the water is kept out 
of the steamer. She was lying easy though 
a fierce sea was on at the time of the ac- 
cident. 


The Puritans officers declare that the 


V'histle on the Great Gull was silent as 
otherwise the vessel would have been 
warned of her danger. 
They assert that 


the whistle made no sound until a few 
minutes before the first officer and the 
crew left the vessel. 


The Puritan struck about high water so 


that the conditions are bad for getting 
her off and the possible injury to her be- 
fore she is released is very great. She 
lies on the north side of the island, and if 
the wind beome stronger, as is probable, 
she will receive rough treatment.

BAPTIST JOLL CALL. 


An Interesting Annual Church 


Event Held In Town 


Last Night. 


REMARKABLE OLD FOLK'S SUPPER. 


Ages Enough to Reach Back to Noah's 


Time. Dr. Millard Presided at the 


Church Services. Short Talks 


by Prominent Men. 


The Baptist church had a very quicken- 


ing annual roll call yesterday afternoon 
and evening. The first feature of it was 
a supper served to those of the church 
who were over sixty years of age. The- 
supper waa served by the women of the 
church and almost 100 were at the tables. 
There were sixty-seven present of sixty 
years of age and over. E. S. Wilkinson 
did some figuring and found that the aver- 
age age of these sixty-seven was a little 
over seventy years. There waa one per- 
Eon, Mrs. Blackinton, who is ninety-two 
years of age, one of eighty-six, three of 
eighty-four, four of eighty-three', one of 
eighty, seven from seventy-five to eighty, 
thirteen from seventy to seventy-live, 
twenty-two from sixty-five to seventy and 
fifteen from sixty to sixty-five. Mr, Wil- 
kinson leukoned that the aggregate of 
the ages would extend back to B C 2800, 
about tlie time of Noah. It was a re- 
markable gathering* and one seldom 
equalled. The old people enjoyed the 
supper very much and seemed to equally 
enjoy the services that followed in the 
church.Sci-ylrei* in Clio Oticrfb. 


Thu services in the church began at 7.30 


o'clock and were well attended. Dr. H. 
J. MillariJ, who was uneasy, Kev. Mr. 
Penney said, presided at the the exercises 
and made a very fine presiding officer. 
The exercises wera opened by the singing 
of several verses of "Nearer My God to 
Thee" and "All Hail the Power of Jesus 
Name." The presiding officer then made 
some remarks. lie explained how it hap- 
pened that he was chosen presiding offi- 
cer. First he thought it absurd and then 
he didn't. The first thing oil the pro- 
gram he announced was the singing of 
the Doxology. All rose andsangit. Rev. 
F. D. Penney then offered a thankful 
prayer. 
TOorcta of Welcome. 


Following this were words of welcome 


by the pastor. He was delighted because 
he could look into so many faces. He 
realized that the occasion was due to the 
following of true hearts to the pleading 
of Jesus. He welcomed all and said he 
was present as all were, to listen to the 
words about those who have led in the 
past and partake of the peculiar inspira- 
tion that comes from such a time. He re- 
garded it as the greatest thing in his min- 
istry to get the inspiration that comes 
from such a company. He pledged him- 
self anew to his chu-ih and earnestly 
thanked all for their presence and hoped 
he could record as a result of the meeting 
an uplifting of his soul. 


Interesting; Questions, 


The doctor then told OLO of his good 


stories and Brother Whitaker was hunted 
up. While waitiug for him the doctor 
asked some questions. 
He appointed 


Brother Smith a teller to count those 
present who were members of the church 
prior to the pastorate of Eev. Dr. Miles 
Sanford. 
There were twenty-two. 
It 


was found that during the late doctor's 
pastorate 27 came into the church. 
It 


was then found that 34 came into the 
church during Rev. Dr. Osborne'a pastor- 
ate and 78 during the pastorate of Eev. 
F. H. Rowley. During the ministration 
of Mr. Penne 55 came into the church. 
This closed the questioning and V. A. 
Whitaker was introduced. 


Mr. Wllitnlter'8 Xlcntory. 


Mr. Whitaker remembered back a good 


ways and said something about past re- 
vivals and special gatherings and interest. 
About 1820 the church experienced a stir- 
ring revival and was much enlarged. 
None of those members are living now. 
The oldest member living dates to 1831 
and of the members up until 1842 there 
are only half a dozen living. In 1842 and 
'43 there was a very material revival un- 
der John Alden's preaching. Some of the 
older ones remembered that prominent 
business men came into the church then. 
In 1850 there was a revival and the Lord 
directed Mr. Whitaker to give his heart 
to him then. 
Mr. Whitaker described 


the church as it was then and remarked 
that Dejcon Keyes and others came into 
it at that time. 
From that time until 


1870 Mr. \V hitaker was away from town. 
During the interval there were two very 
Important revivals under Rev. Dr. San- 
ford There was quite an upturning in 
Rev. Dr. Anabel's day. 
It was remem- 


bered that a row of candidates standing 
around the room was then admitted 
In 


Mr. Rowley's time there was a revival 
and two years ago there was a remarka- 
ble ingathering. 
When Mr. Whitaker 


considered these changes he was impress- 
ed that we are not far Irom the Isiiid be- 
yond. Still the old church is doing its 
work and doing it grandly. 
It hardly 


seems possible that out of the few hun- 
drfcds that gathered when he was a boy 
there could have come such a 'multitude. 
The influence of the church was then 
spoken of and It was declared it had not 
only influence in North Adams but 
throughout the state. See what the Lord 
has wrought. When wo ere gone I hope 
this church will go on doing its work. 


OKI Snbsclptinn Papers, 


Dr. Millard read a subscription paper 


dated Dec 5,1815, for the purpose of get- 
ting a stove for the old meeting house. 
Otis Blaekinton's name headed the list. 
The highest sum pledged was f 2, the smal- 
lest 25 cents, Mr. Millard read the names 
and some of them wero those of'the grand 
old families of the valley. S. W. Brayton 
explained the stove was for the old build- 
ing where thU church stands and Mr. 
Whitaker said it was the first stove that 
ever heated the church. They used to 
think it wicked to heat churches with 
stoves, he said, and all laughed at the 
idea. The stove and pipe cost §33.60 and 
perhaps came from Troy, N. Y. 
For 


transporting it ?1.C7 was paid and $7.21 
was paid for setting it up. 
The doctor 


read another paper dated Dec. 9, 181S, for 
the purpose of maintaining a singing 
school. 
' 
JH-. Wilkinson Tnllts. 


E. S. Wilkinson made some remarks 


and said two questions rose when he lis- 
tened to tne old papers. One was if the 


pledges wero all paid. If not something 
might be collected. 
He talked of the 


supper and gave the figures given above 
abcut the ages of those who dined. He 
then talked about the finances of the 
church and tho contributors. 
He gave 


some figures concerning these things and 
said there are some in this church as in 
other churches, who are not bearing their 
share of the b'urdens. 
While there are 


some who do not bear their share there 
are some who are as generous as any in 
the world. The figures quoted showed 
that there was a small deficiency at the 
beginning of the year and that the re- 
ceipts during the past months did not 
equal the expenditures. 
The proportion 


of shortage will probably not continue 
through the year. Mr. Wilkinson spoke 
at length on financial matters that were 
private to the church and of no interest 
to the public. 
He considered the mission 


work of the church and showed that the 
church property was free from incumb" 
ar.ce. 


Mrs. Wilson Curtis sang "O Lord Cor- 


rect Me,"—Handel, and Miss Mary De- 
Wolfe played the accompaniment. 


.Change in Clturches. 


O. A. Archer spoke and stated he first 


began attending the church in 1856. At 
that time he looked down oat of the choir 
gallery on the heads of many prominent 
men who have gone over to the great ma- 
jority. He has been so mixed up with 
Methodists and Congrcgauonalists since 
the building of the Blackinton church 
that he does not know if he is a good Bap- 
tist. In his early days the spirit of the 
church was the spirit of antagonism, not 
the spirit of seeking to lift men up to bet- 
ter lives. It was the building of our 
church at the expense of others. It was 
a narrow, bigoted spirit. 
When we 


wanted to be very reckless then we at- 
tended a Universalist donation. 
We 


thought the Episcopalian were a suspici- 
ous lot. That spirit is passing away. In 
the recent work of the churches in this 
town there is abundant evidence of the 
good work done by the co-operation of the 
churches. 
This change has progressed 


and it is hoped the old wall will soon be 
leveled so that we can see each other as 
brethren. This spirit was exemplified in 
the Baptist church by Rev. Dr. Spurgeon 
of London and in the Episcopal church by 
Rev. Dr. Brooks and, may I not come 
down to our own place and say that this 
spirit was exemplified in the Congrega- 
tional church in this town in the late la- 
mented Dr. Coyle. The safety of the 
town, the state and the nation depends on 
the church. 


Dencon Hopkin'n Storioi. 


Deacon Hopkins of Blackinton 
was 


called and though feeling out of place he 
enioyed the meeting. There was not a 
single person present who was a member 
of the church when he was a boy and the 
question that came to his mind was, Is 
this the original Baptist church? The 
name that came up most prominently to 
him was that of old Deacon Blackinton. 
Mr. Hopkins did not know if the deacons 
now are just as good as they were then, 
but he knows they are no better. Mr. 
Hopkins entertained his audience royally 
by good stories about old deacons, one of 
whom prayed twenty-three minutes. 
Another old man addressed the Lord 
thus: "O Lord you don't know what is 
going on in Blackinton." 


V. A. Wbitaker then read the names of 


the twenty-five oldest living members of 
the church in the order which they joined 
the church. 


In the Civil War. 


After singing a verse of "All Hail the 


Power of Jesos Name," A. W. Fulton told 
something of what part the Baptist church 
played in the last war. This church led 
in the field 'at home. We were led by 
Rev. Dr. Sanford and in the field by his 
son, Charles D. No more loyal father ever 
sent a son to the war, nor no more loyal 
son ever went. Mr. Fulton read a. num- 
ber of names of the church members, now 
living, who went to the war. He also 
read the names of a number who are dead. 
The oldest soldier of the state, Louis Ful- 
ler, is a member of the church. The 
youngest living man of the state who 
went to the front is C. W. Dennet. The 
first man who went to the front from this 
town was Wells Mitchell, a member of 
this chunrch. When Lincoln made his 
second call nndover fBOOO was raised in- 
stead of |3000 for the expense of a com- 
pany over $3000 of it was raised among 
members of this c hnroh. Mr. Fulton read 
the names of some of tho subscribers. 
Most of them have passed over, but a few 
still are with us. The speaker said a word 
about the loyal women of those times and 
hoped the church would always remain 
as patriotic as it was in those dava.

Deacon Darby spoke of the Sunday 
school. He believed no one living knew 
just when the 'Baptist Sunday school 
started, but he believed the old teachers 
hjiilded well. They were careful students 
of the word of God. A number of their 
names was given. Miss Dean was espec- 
ially mentioned. Sunday school teaching 
is the noblest work because it is the teach- 
ing of truth, the most important of all 
eke. Mr. Darby asked nil to have a place 
in this Sunday school. Their help is 
needed there and they need the inspira- 
tion that would come of it. The inspira- 
tion of the past and the promise of the 
future lead us to more earnest work. 


Mr. Dennett's Picture. 


C. W. Dennett said a few words. He 
thought how such an occasion like this 
depends on associations of the past. It 
seems that the human mind must have 
a background of the past agriinst which 
to show the thing" of the future. The 
light of the past is like the perspective of 
a picture. The enjoyment of such a time 
as this is largely due to past experience ill 
the Christian church. He pitied any onr 
who never hart church associations and 
gave u. beautiful picture of what the in- 
spiration would bring up of old church 
days. He said it is tnus onr past life he- 
comes a part ot our self. Life ;a not all 
retrospect. The watchword rti the church 
is onward. The Chrig;;au hope was con- 
sidered by Mr. Dennett and he said the 
practical question of tho church is how to 
oring this hope to all mankind. 


George II. Kcaru'a Opinion. 


George H. Kearn was called and talked 
on the duty of the church. The Baptist 
church of this town has clone its duty 
well. He did not believe any church 
should set itself up as the only church. 
We want to be broad in our religious 
views and all work together. Churches 
are intended to fiirht Bin, not one another. 
The world is made for all and it is our 
duly to do n U we can to elevate mankind. 
We, ourselves, were plucked as a brand 
from tlie burning. Mr. Kearu does not 
believe in foreign missions and believes if 
the church had done more at home it 
would not bo in debt. It is his idea that 
the church's duty is home work. 
Rev. Mr. Bpetioer offered a short prayer 
and with benediction the service ended. 
It wa» announced by Dr. Millird that 522 
persons attending the services had given 
their names. It is believed that almost 
100 more got in without being recorded. 
About thirty letters were received from 
those who could not attend the roll call.

They had 
learned a lesson and kept well away. 


The assault by the young men was the 


most provoked that has been reported for 
sonic time. There are just such glorious- 
ly tough fellows in town who take encour- 
agement from their numbers when con- 
gregated and the lateness of the hour to 
assail citizens as is here shown. The offi- 
cers are vigilant and keep loungers mov- 
ing as much as possible, but if some doz- 
ens of them were served as Mr. Cesana 
served the Eagle street trio they would be 
better disposed if not so handsome.

The people of MassacluiS"tts are !o be 
congratulated for their gooil sense in re- 
turning to the Legislature a larger propor- 
tion of experienced members than usual. 
For a term of years the av< rage has been 
that about one-third ol the old members 
would be returned fur further service. 
The returns now at hand, which do not 
include two districts, show just an even 
100 ot old members who have been re- 
elected. There will be one or two more 
than this when the official list is made 
up.But still the improvement is only partial. 
As one runs the eye down the list, it is 
seen that the starred _names of the re- 
elected members are in the city delega- 
tions, while the country members, as 
usual, ar'e a green set. Occasional excep- 
tions are found, as if tbe people of tue 
rurrl districts were gradually learning 
Ircm the wisdom of their city brethren, 
but still they have mucu to learn.

new names. This is an oflense of which 
this county is frequently guilty, and it 
does noi. seem to learn by experience. It 
kept ilr. Cutler ot Ureenncui here more 
than one term and it has re-elected its 
senators, as it has most wi ssly done this 
yeai, but it slill clings to the policy ot' 
taking turns among the towns, at the ex- 
pense ot weight iu legibUt 1011. 
General- 
ization is to be made of the Hampshire 
county list, though Mr. Irwiu has been 
deservedly promoted to th-j senate. Berk- 
shire returns only the two memoers troui 
the city of Pittslieid, the country towns 
taking their turn 111 the ev.l system of ro- 
tation. Banistable is just as oad, though 
it is not so big to be bud in. 
Jtlauipden 
county returub only city men for lurther 
service. 
"Of course the country twns must ex- 
pect to be the tail of the <a ty kite, and it 
is not wholly chargeable to ths cities that 
they get the best end of the legislation 
where there are issues between city and 
country.

PETER GTUYVESANT. 


His Experience With the Nine Men of New 


Amsterdam. 


When Peter Stuyvcsnnt arrived in New 


Amsterdam as the director general he. 
strutted about like a peacock, "as if he 
were the czar of Muscovy," as a chronicler 
puts it. He was called "Peglog Pate," 
from liis wooden log with Its silver bands, 
or "hard koppig Plot"—Potor the hard 
headed. 


Stuyves.int had strict orders to give the 


people a share in tho government of the 
town. So ho called an election of 18 rneu 
by the settlers in Manhattan, Breuckolyn, 
Amersfoort and Pavonla, and of tho 18 he 
selected nine, who were the first represent- 
atives of popular government in these 
parts. And a hard enough time they had 
of it with hard koppig Piefc. 


The nine grappled with the liquor pnjb- 


Icra. "Almost one full fourth rxu'fc of fho 
town of New Amsterdam" was clnvoted to 
saloons, "which sold liquor to visiting In- 
dians and made of the little town r. sort of 
hell on earth. Then, as later, wlilto men 
also sold llroarms to the Indians as well aa 
liquor. One of the nine did this. Even 
the agent of tho Renssoluor, the pntroon 
of Albany, did so until Stuyvesant sent 
troops to pcrsuude him otherwise. But 
Stuyvosant did the same thing himself in 
spito of prohibition by the homo govern- 
ment. 


When tho nine quarreled with Stuyvesant 


about taxes there was trouble. They elec- 
tioneered from house to house against 
Btuyvosaut, and he retaliated by throwing 
their secretary, Aclriacn vau der Donck, 
into jail. Tho nine sent an appeal to Hol- 
land, and good and wise was it In its 
tei-ms. They askod: 


First.—Abdication of powur by the 


Dutch company in favor of the states gon- 
erul. 


Second.—A public school with at least 


two good masters. 


Third.—For godly, honorable and in- 


telligent rulorg, because a covetous gov- 
ernor mtikt'B poor subjects. 


Tho states general fakly tried to remedy 


matters, but Stuyvesunt was too far away 
to restrain. Ho drove tho nine out of 
their official pew in church, arrested Van 
Dlncklagen, his vice director, persecuted 
tho Lutherans ami the Quakers, stirred up 
Indian insurrections and in general con- 
ducted himself like tho obstinate old man 
he was. 


Popular government began indeed with 


the nine, but it took more than 100 years 
and two revolutions to establish it thor- 
oughly.—New York Recorder.

Kiamil Pasha's "Exile" and 


What It May Mean. 


llaty and France Give Out Some Highly Signifi- 


cant Statements. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 9.—The ambas- 


snrturs of the powers do not regard the 
new Turkish ministry \vlth favor, it is 
not expected to last long, and It is no* 
thought that it will bo allowed to do any- 
thing worth mentioning toward clearing 
the political atmosphere. 


The rumors of palace conspiracies whii'h 


have been in circulation lor months past 
continue to bo spread about. 
The name 


of the di-pTMxl Miltan, Mohammed Mil- 
rad, removed from the throne, as he 
was alleged to be suffering from idiocy, 
is once more 
mentioned ns boine; a 


likely candidate for the throne. There 
are many people who believe the deposed 
sultan is qnile as sane as the present ruler 
of the Ottoman empire, Abdul lledjld. 


Then, of course, the name of the heir- 


nppnrcnt, Mohammed Beslmd, is heard 
mentioned as likely to shortly succeed Ins 
uncle, the present sultan, but the report 
has been in circulation for months past. 
In fact, it was said some ttmo ago that the 
present sultan had half offered to resign 
in faroi of Mohammed Roshad; but, it is 
added, the representatives of the powers 
did not look upon this as likely to prove 
any solution of the complicated situation, 
and the matter was allowed to drop. 


The difficulty does not rest in individ- 


ual.-,—one sultan is about as bad or good 
as another—if, is the system of govern- 
ment in the Tuikish empire which is to 
blame for nil the trouble, and unless there 
is a decided change in that direction there 
will be no improvement in the condition 
of the Armumaus or Turks. 


Corruption In High Placet. 


The appointment of Grand Vizier 


Kiamil Hasha, decidedly u well-meaning 
man, of Aleppo, is regarded hero as being 
only another way of sending him into 
exile. lie may not he exiled, but he will 
not be allowed to return from Aleppo un- 
til it suits the porte. He is charged with 
many things, but the sum and substance 
of it seems to be that he has been made .1 
scapegoat for the sin and lack of energy of 
others 
The sultan lias had to do some- 


thing; so, he changed his grand vizier 
ind turned over his cabinet. He may have 
(rimed some time by so doing; but that 
MVins to be about all. 


It would be as difficult to conceive the 


condition of mind which brought the sul- 
tan to appoint such a deplorable cabinet 
a-, to describe Hie consternation it has pro- 
duced everywhere. 


The grand vizier is perhaps the least 


objectionable. His intentions are honest, 
but his capabilities are small. Tewflk 
Pasha is a nonentity. Abdur Kahniau and 
Mcmdukh aie a couple of fanatics. 
Mnnir's attitude for unclean work has 
raised him high in the esteem o( the sul- 
tan, and places him facile prinoops at the 
head of the political spies. 


In addition to the exile of Kiamil Pasha, 


it is reported that a number of person- 
ages have been exiled to Anatoli, but it is 
difficult to get at the truth in such mat- 
ters, as people reported ''exiled" some- 
times find their way to the bottom of the 
Bosphorus. 


The Turkish troops are being concen- 


trated at Marash for an advance on 
Zeitoun as soon as the military prepara- 
tions are completed. 


Further private reports receiyed here 


from 
Dlnrhcklr estimate the number 


of Armenian victims of the recent mas- 
sacres there at ,"<X)D 
It is believed that 


this number ifc in excess of the actual total 
of those killed, but there seems to be no 
doubt that the victims are numbered by 
the thousands. 


Ominous Utterances. 


LONDON-, Nov. 9. — A dispatch to The 


Times from Rome, referring to the gravity 
of Turkish affairs, says that Italy is in 
perfect accord with England, and that the 
Italian fleet is ready to co-operate with the 
English fleet wherever tho interests of 
European peace may need it. 


The Constantinople correspondent of 


The Daily Xews, writing of the interven- 
tion _of the French ambassador in the 
matter of t he Diarbekic riot, says: Hear- 
ing that tho French subjects in Diarbekir 
were in danger, M. Cambon, French am- 
bassador, sent to the porte in tho middle 
of the night to say that if any French 
citizen was killed he would insist upon 
having the governor's head. It is alleged 
that Kiamil Pasha's dismissal from the 
office of grand vizier was duo to his hav- 
ing demanded certain administrative 
powers formerly pertaining to the grand 
vizier, but long in abeyance. 


A dispatch to The Chronicle 
from 


Koine snys that the Corrierc dot Mattino 
of Naples has advices to tho effect that 
the Marquis of Salisbury has confidentially 
proposed to tho powers the dismemberment 
of Turkey. 


A Berlin dispatch to The Chronicle says 


that The "Vossische Zeitung has news 
from Bucharest that fresh massacres have 
occurred in the villayet of Erzroom, and 
that many villages have been burned and 
pillaged, and enormous numbers killed.

which gave to tho small silver states in 
the west the same voice as the pipulon- 
castern sound money states, has in lar.v 
part brought this condition about. Tin 
bill for tho repeal of tho Sheriii.n 
act readily passed the house by a la. in 
majority, but met a long and 
bittiv 


struggle in the senate. 
Hence the bca.- 


ing of the recent election upon the silver 
strength of the upper house is of pre- 
eminent importance. 


The terms of 29 United States senators 


expire on March 4. 1897, and the states 
which they represent are in process oi 
choosing their successors. These senators 
owed their election to a period of great 
Democratic activity, in the years of 1890 
aud 1891, and hence of the 29 now retiring, 
15 are Democrats, 13 Republicans and 1 
Independent—Kyle—and 1 Farmers' Alli- 
ance—Petfer. 


Of the 15 Democrats of the class whose

York and Ohio the Republican succession 
will make no change in the attitude of its 
representation on the currency issue. 


So of the four party changes already de- 


creed there is a practical net gain of one 
for the sound money cause.

changes may develop, as the elections con- 
tinue, in choosing the class of 1S97 succes- 
sors, but it is hard to see how the silver 
alignment will be altered.

Gordon of Georgia 


has been pretty regular in his administra- 
tion support, and it is unlikely that Geor- 
gia would now elect a free silver man to 
the senate in any event. Utah is likely to 
send two Republican free silver men to 
the senate, but taken as a whole, tho 
sound money cause has lost nothing by 
the elections of Tuesday in the place of its 
greatest need, and has already made ma- 
terial gains, with more in prospect.

Factor In ausincss. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—R. G. Dun & Co 'a 


weekly review of trade says: 
It has been 


a broken week, aud just before and after 
elections in the most Important states op- 
erations rarely have much significance. 
Business may bo largely affected in time. 
but as yet there is scarcely any indications 
what the effect will be. 


The, United States Leather company, 


holding great quantities produced from 
high-priced hides, find outside concerns 
reducing prices of leather, and have stopped 
production for <!0 days, in order to control 
the market. Rough calf is 2 cents lower 
this week, with orher kinds unchanged. 
Meanwhile tho great boot and shoe manu- 
facture is embarrassed, even to the stop- 
page of very many works, J)y the refusal 
of jobbers to purchase, in the belief that 
leather and shoej must decline iu accord 
with hides. Manufacturers have offered 
concessions, ranging from 9 to 10 cents a 
pair—only increasing the indisposition to 
buy. Retailors still hold large stocks of 
shoes bought at high prices, and jobbers 
think it safer to wait. Shipments from 
Boston are nearly 25 per cent less than » 
year ago. 


Many woolen mills are also closing to 


wait for orders, though the demand is 
fairly satisfactory for some dress goodf 
and worsteds, and the Washington mills 
open clay worsted at 10 cents advance. 


Cotton milk do well, as the halt and 


hesitation in cotton do stop buying of 
goods, and many believe goods safe at cur- 
rent prices, even if cotton is not.
